the possibility of refutation that reasonable quantities of mild beverages are absolutely essential to 
physical and mental efficiency. 
England, France, Italy, and other allied countries, hard pressed as they 
are by war, not only maintain industries to manufacture beverages for soldier and civilian population, 
but are importing large quantities from the United States. 
The only exception was Russia, which 
adopted prohibition, and everybody knows what happened to Russia.
